Dl'RING THE past five 
years. Pacific has spent more 
than $538 million bettering

and extending Its service to 
the area.

The company estimates that 
13,500 persons are added to 
the county's population every 
month. Two out of three of 
these want telephone service.

About 117.000 phones will be 
added by the end of 1963, said 
Cantlen. and that will mean 
one phone for every 1.6 per 
sons in the county, a density 
that compares with Washing­ 
ton. DC.

"WHILE PACIFIC is ex­ 
panding its service, It will also

be creating jobs ror thousands 
of craftsmen and spend mil­ 
lions of dollars in Southern 
California for materials.

Looking back over 1962. 
Cantlen said the firm is "no 
longer confined to the tele­ 
phone business. We are in the 
communications business, dis­ 
patching and receiving all 
forms of intelligence over our 
microwave network and land 
lines in volume undreamed of 
a half dozen years ago."
